DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , and 3-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding Claims 1,3,8, 10 and 1 1 , no prior art can be found for an apparatus 
or method of manufacturing the object of the instant application. The closest prior art, 
Dolan et al. (US Patent No. 6,136,182) discloses a vessel which is enclosed by solid 
walls to form microscopic liquid channel of ferromagnetic material for performing an 
extraction and/or absorption reaction while the apparatus of the claimed invention 
comprises a microscopic liquid channel being formed by a magnetic barner being 
generated by the ferromagnetic track under the magnetic field, no physical groove, 
vessel, or walls other than on the bottom face/substrate. 

Claims 4, 5-7 and 9 directly or indirectly depend on Claims 3, 1 , and 8 
respectively.
